REGINA.—Possibility of introduc- 
jing hybrid corn in certain areas of 
|southwest Saskatchewan is now 
being studied by agricultural author- 
jities in the province. 

| It is understood that the provincial 
| field crops branch will likely distrib- 
jute hybrid corn seed under its for- 
|age crops program for the first time 
| this year. 


Provided sufficient supplies will be 
lavailable, this seed would be distrib- 
uted at cost, 
| One strong feature of the hybrid 
corn is the fact that the seed can be 
well spaced and the plant grown on 
summerfallow land. In this way, 
the land could be utilized to grow a 
forage crop. a 

The plant could also be grown as 
an ordinary crop on land which is 
|not being summerfallowed. 
| The hybrid corn seed is derived by} 
crossing other corns. The seed pro- 
duces a hardy plant which gives 
much more corn than other varieties, 
|Yields have been increased greatly 
}as a result of its use in the United 
| States.

Tests have shown 
gives a fair yield even under dry 
conditions. In a very dry year, the 
hybrid corn may produce more for- 
age than any other type of crop if 
it is properly handled and the weeds 
kept out. The chemical 2,4-D,, is

Find Reason 
For Child's 
Stuttering 


If your child stutters, it means 
he's under too much nervous 
tension, making him lose control 
of the delicate muscular balance 
he needs for speech. In the early 
stage, you should do nothing di- 
rectly ut correcting his 
speech but concentrate your ef- 
forts in finding out what's mak- 
ing him so tense, 


This advice to parents of the stut- 
tering or stammering child is offered 
by the mental] health division of the 
Department of National Health and 
Welfare in the latest of its series of 
publications on child training. The 
title of the illustrated folder is 
“Stuttering—How can my child over- 
come it?” 

The job of finding out what's caus- 
ing the nervous tension may be a 
difficult one, since the origin can be 
varied and far removed from the 
speech itself, the folder points out, 
and one of the first steps to be tak- 
en by the parent is to prevent the 
child from becoming anxious about 
his speech, “Remember that your 
anxiety is readily felt by him. If 
you're upset, or show pity, he'll re- 
act with more hesitation and stutter- 
ing.” 

Some of the factors dealt with as 
possible causes are fatigue, sleeping 
habits, feeding habits and fears. 
Sometimes the parents demand too 
much of the child in learning to 
speak and stammering results. To 
attempt to stop forcibly the faulty 
habits may likewise contribute to the 
stammering. Children who show a 
tendency towards stammering are us- 
ually overactive emotion youngsters 
who especially are in need of a regu- 
lar routine, 

“Parents can do a real job of help- 
ing to prevent or cure stuttering if 
they always keep in mind the close 
tie-up between the child’s emotional 
stability and his speech habits,” the 
folder states, 

The folders are obtainable free of 
charge through the local health units 
of provincial departments of health. 


Woodlots Can 
Be Profitable 


Many farms in Canada have some- 
thing approaching a long-term asset 
in the woodlot; a fairly well paying 
addition to the farm which does not 
require a great deal of care. Most 
of the care it does need, can be giv- 
en when cutting fuel or logs, 


Most farm woodlots need what is 
called an improvement cutting in 
which comparatively useless species 
or malformed and dying trees are re- 
moved to make way for the growth 
of better species and more thrifty 
trees. The wood from this improve- 
ment cutting is usually neither large 
nor merchantable as logs; but on the 
local market it can generally be sold 
to advantage, if it is not all required 
for fuel, 

The woodlot should be made to 
produce both high quality and low 
value products. Yellow birch, maple, 
pine and spruce, when grown to ma- 
turity, will yield high quality logs 
for which there is a ready market, 
If the farmer needs lumber, he can 
have the sawing done at low cost. 

The tops of both mature hardwood 
and softwood trees will yield a large 
amount of fuelwood which should be 
harvested when the logs are cut, At 
this time, any young or small trees 
broken or injured in felling the ma- 
ture timber, should also be cut, 

Stand improvement of the farm 
woodlot at the time of harvesting is 
a logical step in woodlot manage- 
ment, This need not be done all at 
once, When felling each mature 
tree, the stand for a good distance 
around should be culled to remove 
useless members of the stand. In 
time the whole woodlot will be in 
proper condition to encourage the 
greatest growth,

One-Time Fatal 


Heart Ailment 
Under Control 


The past 50 years have witnessed 
many great advances in medicine, 
but none more dramatic than the 
discovery that penicillin is truly a 
life-saver where cases of subacute 
bacterial endocarditis, a heart infece 
tion, are concerned, it is stated by 
the Canadian Heart Association, Un- 
til 1944, it was rare for a person 
suffering from this heart ailment to 
recover—now, it is just about as 
rare for one to die, 

It was due to Dr, Emmanuel Lib- 
man at Mount Sinai Hospital in New 
York that physicians the world over 
between 1900 and 1925 learned to 
recognize the disease in its early 
stages, However, nothing could make 
a doctor more depressed than the 
task of caring for patients suffering 
from this ailment—they were usual- 
jly young and the disease was invari- 
jably fatal, 

3; Then came penicillin, but for four

docarditis as a complication of this 
innocent infection, By giving peni- 
cillin in adequate amounts immedi- 
ately before and after the tooth ex- 
traction, and by treating all acute 
infections by modern methods, we 
must certainly prevent the develop- 
ment of subacute bacterial endocard-

F. | GRFANEY, Directer, 
Stop Smut — Treat Your Seed 


Seed treatment of grain crops for 
the control of smut is a practice 
that is adding hundreds of thousands 
of dollars annually to the pockets 
of western farmers. 


Treatment Needed. There are 
two important reasons why sced 
treatment should be widely used in 
Western Canada this spring. First, 
the surface-borne grain smuts, which 
can be easily controlled by seed 
treatment, are still very prevalent 
in this country and causing heavy 
losses annually. Second, owing to 
the occurrence of frost, drought, 
and poor harvesting conditions, 
much of the seed-grain that was 
produced in many districts of West- 
ern Canada in 1949 will germinate 
poorly, yes, very poorly, in 1950. 
Such seed needs to be protected 
against soil-borne organisms that 
cause seed decay and _ seedling 
blights. Seed treatment will per- 
form two important functions—it 
will disinfect and protect the seed. 

Treatment Methods. Today, the 
seed disinfectants (chemicals) recom- 
mended for treating wheat, oats, 
and barley for smut control are 
Ceresan M, Leytosan and Panogen. 
Panogen, a liquid treatment, is a 
promising new seed disinfectant. 
When used in the dust form, Cere- 
san M or Leytosan should be 
applied to wheat, oats and barley 
at the rate of 4% oz. per bushel of 
seed. It is best, however, to treat 
seed of oats and barley at least 
7 days before it is sown. If seed 
grain is dry it may be treated 30 
to 90 days before seeding, without 
injury to germination. Such treated 
seed must, however, be stored in a 
dry, well ventilated place. It must 
be remembered, of course, that the 
above treatments will not control 
loose smut of wheat and true loose 
smut of barley. The only satisfac- 
tory seed treatment for these smuts 
is the “Hot Water Treatment.”

Garden 
Notes 


Sow Grass Early 


One garden job that we can carry 
out first thing in the Spring almost 
regardless of weather is sowing grass 
seed, Of course where a new lawn 
is being established the ground will 
have to be thoroughly prepared first 
and this means cultivating, rolling 
and raking until it is as level as pos- 
sible and the top soil is worked wu 
fine and all visible weeds destroyed, 
It is not really safe to work soil un- 
til all the frost is gone and the 
ground dry enough to walk on with- 
out getting one’s shoes muddy. 

But if it is merely patching a lawn 
that has to be done, then one can 
sow anytime, even before the last 
snow goes. The important thing is 
to get a good grade of packaged lawn 
seed, which is a mixture of different 
grasses, blended so that there will be 
some quick-growing types to give 
some shade to the later germinating 
and more permanent types, 

Grass loves cool weather. It must 
get a good start before the weather 
really turns warm. For obvious 
reasons, SOW on a wWindless day and 
to make sure of an even catch the 
experts say it is best to broadcast 
once lengthwise, then across, If pos- 
sible water well during dry weather 
and make sure the mower is razor 
sharp for the first few cuttings, A 
dull mower will pull out new grass, 
Like any other plant, grass will bene- 
fit from good soil and an occasional 
dressing of manure or the right kind 
of chemical fertilizer. A rich, well- 
fed lawn will not only be a better 
color and texture but it will be vig» 
orous enough to crowd out most 
weeds. Where the lawn or part of 
it is shaded most of the day a spe- 
cial mixture of seed designed for 
such conditions should be used, 


Sweet Peas Early Too 


Another early bid is the sweet 
pea. It gives best results when plant- 
ed just as soon as one can dig and 
jprepare the necessary little trench. 
Often one can find a corner of the 
garden which dries out weeks before 
the rest. If it is not too shaded and 
gets some breeze this is just the spot 
for sweet peas. Dig a trench a foot 
or so deep, Tramp in about three 
inches of well-rotted materials, old 
leaves or manure are best, then top 
off with a couple of inches of the 
finest and richest soil available. 
Plant in this about an inch deep and 
three inches apart, Let the rains 
gradually fill in the rest of the trench 
as the plants come up, This devel- 
ops the deep, strong root growth 
that is essential for heavy blooming 


and health during the Summer 
weather. Provide support in the 
form of brush or strings. Wire is 


not recommended as 
tender growth, 


Pruning 


Pruning can be done anytime from 
February to June with most shrubs, 
trees, etc, The general purpose is 
to remove dead growth, shape the 
bush or shrub and let in air and sun-
